A GALA DAY. 


TIIE PRESIDENT’S SAFE ARRIVAL 


AT THE METROPOLIS.

E lizabeth, April 29th.—Shortly after leaving 
YVashington the Presidential train becam e the 
abode of slum ber. The first Hop of im portance 
was at YVest P hiladelphia, just as th e first 
streaks of daw n were visible. H ere I'cs m aster- 
General YVanamaker and his Secretary cam e 
aboard. At Taeony a crowd of a hundred peo­ 
ple w ere gathered, and as the train passed an 
Executive salute of thirteen guns was begun. 
About this tim e the clouds, w hich had been 
threatening rain, began to break aw ay aud give 
prom ise of a fair day. 
W hile the train baited at T renton the private 
car of Generali Scwel, carrying the official party 
of the State and its guests, was attached. 
Among the party were Governor Green. Gen­ 
eral Sewell, m em bers of the New Jersey Cen­ 
tennial Com m ittee and Legislative com m ittees. 
The unavoidable noise aw akened the occupants 
of the President's car, aud in a short tim e they 
were all astir. The train drew up at Elizabeth 
at 6 o clock, in th e m idst of a large concourse 
ot people. 


T H E NEW JERSEY GOVERNOR. 
A breakfast party consisting of ihe President 
Mrs. Harrison, Mrs. McKee aud Chief Justice 
and Mrs. i uiler, was driven to the residence of 
Governor Green. The rest of tile liartv break­ 
fasted on the train. 
1 lie Governor’s 
house and grounds were 
elaborately decorated, and th e streets in the vi­ 
cinity w ere packed w ith people, who greeted 
the Presidential party w ith a storm of cheers. 
At breaklast were President aud Mrs. H arri­ 
son, Governor and Mrs. Green, Chief Justice 
and Mrs. I uiler. Governor and Mrs. Beaver of 
Pennsylvania, Governor and Mrs. Lee of Vir­ 
ginia, Justice an a Mrs. Bradley, Justice and 
Mrs. Blatchiord, Justice and Mrs. Field. Mr. ai.d 
Mrs. McKee, and Mr. and Mis. hussell Harrison. 
A fter the breakfast a reception of prom inent 
citizens w as held, and in the m eantim e the pro­ 
cession of State aud city officials, m ilitia. G rand 
Army of th e Republic and other civic societies 
was formed. 
T he P re sid ed and party, alter review ing a 
portion of the procession, entered carriages, and 
together w ith the procession, m oved as near as 
possible over the route followed by W ashington 
a century ago, passing the Bondinot House 
w hich was appropriately decorated. 


A TEN-OAREU GIG. 
The Presidential party was reunited at the 
Alcyom boat-house on the K illvonkill, w here 
the tun-oared gig from the Dispatch was in 
w aiting to take the President aboard. < iwing to 
low w ater the Dispatch had been forced to 
anchor 
at 
some 
distance. 
The 
President 
w alked to the boat followed by Vice-President 
Morton and Captain Elben. T hey took seats in 
«he gig am id the cheers of the assem bled 
crowds, the shrieks of steam w histles and the 
ringing of bells. The gig then put oft', aud the 
m easured strokes of the sailors soon brought 
them alonside the Dispatch. T hen followed 
the em barkation of th e rest of the party in 
tenders. Senators H earts and Hiseock, Chiel 
Justice Fuller, I’ostmaster-GcDeral W anam aker 


^ eterans o f the Seventh Regim ent, a delegation 
of the Society of ilie C incinnati, a delegation ol 
th e G rand Army o f the Republic, and ihc Corn- 
m a ru c r anti m em bers of the M ilitary tin ier of 
the Loyal Legion. 


T H E CHIMES OP OLD TR IN ITY . 
At a little before 2 o’cloek th e carriages con­ 
taining th e President, Governor Hill. Mayor 
G rant and H am ilton F sh drove up liefore the 
door o f the Equitable building. C hairm an H am ­ 
ilton o f th e Com m ittee on States received all 
those m carriages, w hile the chiints ot old 
an ility played tlie doxology, the bands in the 
street quickly catching up the strain. Bv 2 
o clock all h ad rcacht d th e banquet hall. 


AT TH E BANQUET. 
In proposing the first toast of Ihe day. W illiam 
G. H am ilton, C hairm an of th e Com m ittee of 
States, spoke as follows: 
"Mr. President, as 
Chairm an of th e Com m ittee on States, I havo’the 
honor to present to yon, in the nam e ot toe 
General Com m ittee of the centennial celebra­ 
tion of the inauguration of George W ashington 
as first President ot 
he United Stales, the 
souvenir ol this auspicious occasion. 
We have 
gathered w ith us the most houored representa­ 
tive citizens Irom the varied pursuits ol life 
w hich have m ade this nation w hat it is at the 
present 
m om ent—religion, law. s ience. art 
aud commerce, all striving 10 do honor to the 
nam e ot W ashington. 
So beloved is he bv ail 
A m ericans th at we call him F ather 
eo deified 
and sane ified is ne in our hearts ilm t but one 
other birthday is sacred to us. 
Mr. President, 
th at youT adm inistration may be so wisely or­ 
dered th at you m ay b e known as one equally 
honored by all Adm inistrations, is the w ish o'f 
this united nation. G entlem en, you w ill pl«ase 
fill your glasses am i drink to the memory of 
George W ashington, the F ather 01 His Country " 
The souvenir consisted o f six beautifully l>j- 
graved cards, tied w ith yellow aud blue ribbon. 
On the lirst one was the embossed picture of 
\\ ashiugton; on the second an engraving show ­ 
ing his landing in New York in 1789; on the 
th ird a picture of St P aul's chape! iu 1789 a

A GRAND NAVAL PARADE. 
New Y’op.k, A pril 29th —The clocks in the 
city church steeples bad not finished the stroke 
of twelve m 'dnfght w hen the carpenters were 
at work on the uncom pleted stands, and along 
the avenues aud in ihe Hreets there was the 
beginning of the adornm ent of bui dings for 
the day. 
The arrangem ents for the naval parade w ere 
to-day carried out to the letter. At 7 o’clock 
the steam er D ispatch, having ou board A dm iral 
Porter, General Schofield ano representatives of 
the Centennial Committee, left the foot ot East 
Twenty-sixth street, gay w ith fluttering Hags 
a d steam ed down the East river on the trip to 
Klizabelhport. w here she was to m eet President 
H arrison and party. 
By this tim e the harbor was literally alive 
w ith sailing cralt oí every description, and 
whistles sounded and guns boomed salutes as 
the Dispatch picked h e r way on her course. 
Tne general lorm ation o f th e line was a colum n 
consisting of the naval division, revenue di­ 
vision and yacht division, in the order nam ed 
anchored a little to the west of the m idnhannel, 
w ith head 200 yards south of the w hite buoy 
northeast o f Ellis Island. 


TH E VESSELS IN LIN E. 
The naval division in single colum n were 200 
yards apart and in the following order 
Chi­ 
cago. 
Kcarsarge, Yautic. 
Essex, 
Brooklyn, 
Jam estown, Juniata. Y'orktowu aud Boston. 
The revenue yacht division were in double 
colum n 100 yards apait and t-OO yards betw een 
the colum ns. The eastern colum n was directly 
astern of the naval division. 
The yacht division included tha vessels of the 
New York Yacht Club, the A tlantic, Corinthian. 
Seaw anhanaka, 
A m erican 
and 
Lurehm ont 
Clubs. 
The length of the first colum n was about one 
and a h alf miles. In the rear of the first colum n 
was tne m erchant m arine division, ten squad- 
rous in double colum u ou the opposite sides c f 
the channel. 
T he naval parade was in com m and of A d­ 
m iral Porter, Rear Adm iral Jouett beiug Chief 
of Staff and M arshal of the Day. In the m er­ 
chant m arine colum n there were over 400 ves­ 
sels. varying in size from tugs and lighters to 
large passenger aud freight steam ers. 
At 8 a . m. the ships of the naval division were 
dressed iu rainbow fashion w ith the Hag of the 
Secretary of the Navy at the m aintop of the 
Chicago and th e ilag of the Adm iral of the 
Navy at the m aintop of the Boston. The n a ­ 
tional eusigns w ere run to the top of the other 
m astheads. 
TH E ROAR OF CANNON. 
It was about 11:15 w hen the start of the Dis­ 
patch on her trip up the K ills was announced 
by the guns lrom the Richm ond, and it was 
after 12 o’clock w hen she cam e in sight in the 
upper hay. 
For several ni nules the roar of 
cannon, as she passed th e several m en of-war, 
was alm ost deafening, each of these, together 
w ith the forts in the harbor, firing the national 
salute. 
The buv was crowded w ith sm all boats and 
v is-c lso f every description, so that from a dis­ 
tance 11 glim pse of clear w ater was practically 
impossible. 
As the little w arship epurged from the K ill 
You K ill the yacht cannon began to boom in 
quick succession, ih e natioual salute of twenty- 
one guns being fired. Soon there was a perfect 
roar of cannon, and clouds ot smoke hung over 
the bay like a bank of sea fog. Belches oi fire 
Hashed through the smoke like streaks of light­ 
ning, giving the scene a lurid glare. 


A GREAT SIGHT. 
The scene was a stirring one. Faintly above 
the roar of cannon could be heard the shrill 
pipe o f th e boatsw ain w histles on the revenue 
eutters, yachts and m cn-of-war. In a trice the 
tars m anned the yards and erosstrees. and w ith 
heads uncovered gave hearty Am erican cheers 
as the Dispatch steam ed slowly by, and the offi­

A SALUTE OF W HISTLES. 
As the Dispatch cam e opposite the flagships of 
the different squadrons, the latter, one on each 
side, steam ed out and accom panied tlic w arship 
the entire* length of th e squadron. T hen colors 
were dipped, and as the Dt>*paich cam e oppo­ 
site the Chicago the entire fleet of over 400

She passed 
the Battery at 12:20. On w ent the wa*ship up 
through the channel and into the East river, 
w here she cam e to anchor off’ the foot o f Wall 
street. 
TH E SIGNAL G O ». 
As soon as she had got w ell into the river the 
signal gun was tired from the Cnicago, and 
anchors were t ot on board w ith alacrity. T hen 
began the real naval par-ide—a sight th at will 
long be rem em bered by the thousands ot people 
w ho lined the docks apd housetops along the 
river front. Almost evVry steam er of any size 
had a hand of m usic aboard, and the yarietv of 
airs th a t floated ashore on the hazy air was 
som ething rem arkable. 


STEAMING VP THF. RIVER. 
The Chicago steam ed on until opposite T hirty- 
fourth street, w hen another gun was tired. 
T his was th e signal for yachts and cutters to 
disperse, and like a huge flock of sw ans they 
gracefully heeled around and sped down the 
bay to th eir various anchorages. T hen the 
naval vessels cam e to anchor off Filly-first 
street. 
M eanwhile the m erchant division was 
holding its way on East river, both divisions 
com bining into one. Led by the Bergen they 
steam ed up the river, a mass of bcnting and 
flags. The flagship turned ii stake boat just b e­ 
low the rocks at H unters’ Point, and then cam e 
down the west side of the river and around the 
Battery and up the east side of the H udson, 
where the colum n broke up. 


COLONIAL UNIFORMS. 
On the arrival o f the Dispatch opposite th e 
YY’all-slrect ferry, a barge m anned by a crew of 
shipm asters from the M arine Society,"unifotmed 
,iii black frock coa's. striped trousers and silk 
hats, such as w ere woru by the society on ihe 
occasion of W ashington’s inauguration, w ent 
outdo the vessel and conducted the President to 
thcsdoek. 
As the President steeped out of th e 
Doat the 1’residcutial salute of tw enty one guns 
was agaiu given. 
The President waa received 
by G overnor H ill, M ayor G rant, H am ilton Fish 
and W illiam H am ilton. 
The pier was b rill­ 
iantly decorated, the roof beiDg a flut'ering 
m ass of flags and stream ers and th e interior 
brilliant w ith all the colors of th e rainbow. 
CHEERED BY THOUSANDS. 
A fter landing tbe procession w as at once 
form ed, tb e President and Governor H ill and 
Mayor G rant being driven in a landcau. They 
were greeted along th e line by continuous 
cheers. The old banner of the M arine Society, 
w hicn w as bcrne before W ashington on April 
29, 1789, w as to-day carried before the Presi­ 
dent’s carriage up YVall street.

President H arrison w as introduced to the 
guests at the banquet table bv H am ilton Fish. 
The President m erely bowed in recognition of 
Fish’s rem arks, and this ended the lorioal re­ 
ception, the guests alm ost im m ediately lak in - 
th eir departure. 
The reception aud lunch at the Equitable 
building was scheduled to eud at 3:10 p. m. 


MARCH TO T H E CITY HALL. 
AiJOther m inute after th at tim e, to the air of 
“ llail to the C hief" by Cappa s band. Presi­ 
dent Harrison em erged from the m assive gran­ 
ite portals and attain entered the carriage for 
th e jo u rrcy to tbe City Hall. 
Vice-President 
Morton and Elbridge T. Gerry followed in the 
n ex t vehicle. The ordered the ¡vrocession and 
guard of honor w as substantially the same 
as that which m ade th e inarch from the foot ol 
W all street. 
As the various organizations arrived at the 
City H all they drew up iu line before it. 
From the foot of the m arble stairs leading tip 
to the m unicipal building and stretch ng away 
into the rotunda was a double line of white-clad 
public 


SCHOOL AND NORMAL COLLEGE GIBI.S, 
Each w ith a basket of flowers, from w hich they 
strew ed the path of the distinguished men. 
There were fully 200 scholars, am ong them be­ 
ing two colored girls. W hen he arrived at the 
top of the stairs the President was tendered an 
address of welcome, delivered bv Miss Annie A. 
A braham s, at the conclusion of w hich he was 
given a m onster bouquet o f La F rance roses. 
President H arrison, arm -in-arm w ith Mayor 
G rant and Governor H ill, Vice-President Mor­ 
ton and the com m ittee, then entered the City 
H all. The distinguished partv were escorted to 
the Governor’s room, w here the President be­ 
gan receiving visitors. 
He stood on a slightly- 
raised platform , w hich was backed w ith a brass 
railing, and in th e rear of w hich was the Pres­ 
ident’s chair. Beside this was W ashington’s 
w riting desk. 
President H arrpon took his position on the 
right side, w ith Vice-President Morton, Gov­ 
ernor Hill arid Mayor Grant bcs!de him to the 
left, in the order nam ed. 
A throng of people 
were at once adm itted and cam e iu a steadily- 
m oving body for nearly an hour. 
The throng was largely m ade up of strangers 
in this city, a fact which was too apparent in 
m any instances. The sexes were about equally 
represented, and the num ber of children whose 
proud parents pointed out to them the successor 
of George W ashington it was difficult to count. 
o n e visitor was a district telegraph hov who 
bore a message for the President.

ON YVITH T H E D A N C E .

Y'o r k , April 29th.—In the m inds of 
m any ol those who are thronging New Y’ork in 
these days of the celebration th e greatest feat­ 
ure of ull is the grand centennial ball which 
took place at the M etropolitan Opera Hou-e to­ 
night. All that m oney could do to carry out 
the im m ense schem e th at was to give a n:ght 
of pleasure to 6,600 people w as done, and the 
result sustained was satisfactory. 
Carriages began to roll up to’ th e Brcudwav 
entiance soon alter 8 o’clock. The outer walls 
of the auditorium and sides of the double stair­ 
cases formed three sides of a gardeu, and trel- 
lised viues and flowering shrubs added to the 
natural effect, while real fruit trees set about 111 
uu artistic m auuer challenged ouc to dispute 
the fact th at one had just eom e in from out­ 
doors. There were apple trees iu blossom aud 
pear trees iu bud ami peaeli trees w ith strong 
suggestivcness of fruitfulness and cherry trees 
w ith every evidence, ex cpt the hatchet. ’ 
The rural decoration included quinces, prunf s 
and giapes. 
Even w hile ¡ilaes and sm ilax 
clim bed the balustrades aud m ade up a con­ 
tinuous panoram a of floral verdure w herever 
you m ight choose to go. In sate corners of the 
corridors stood still rarer plants, aud on each 
stair-landing was a m iniature grove of beauty. 
Around on tbe T hirty-ninth-street side there 
was another garden, but m ore artificial in ap- 
[iearance th an that at the Broadway entrance. 
i he im m ediate entrances to the great dancing 
floor were kept clear for obvious reasons. 
But w hat a sight is m et w hen cnee w ithin. 
There is no word th a t belter describes the first 
sensation one experienced on entering the vast 
auditorium to night th an to say th at it was daz­ 
zling. 
From the center of the dom e long stream ers 
rad iab d to the side walls, and all around the 
tiers of boxes and balconies as well there was a 
wealth of decoration, such as never before has 
been attem pted in New Y’oik. Eittle knots of 
colors, and picturesque trim m ings of red, white 
and blue w ere so arranged that an advent of 
pretty costumes not only enhanced its general 
effect, but tbe costumes them selves were bene­ 
fited thereny. The fronts of tb e lower tiers of 
boxes were draped w ith red plush as a back­ 
ground for the costumes ot those dancing, and 
were festooned w ith wreaths and flowers, while 
great pi es of flowers were iu front of the rails 
of most of the boxes. 
On the stage arose a huge architectural mass 
o ’ flowers aud plains. T heir disposition was so 
artistic as to dem and adm iration th at grew as it 
was studied more closely. This structure arose 
apparently to h alf the bight of the proscenium 
arch. The base occupied several yards of the 
dancing floor, m u the loss of space was atoned 
for iu gain to the spectacle. It arose in several 
terraces ot different colored flowers. 
The Presidential 
b o x was t h e center of the 
d o u b l e tier, e r e c t e d at the back of t h e stage. 
T be front was alm ost covered w ith palm s, with 
a 
l a r g e Am erican e a g l e in 
t h e c e n t e r , sur- 
m o u D t e d by the words " W ashington—1789 and 
1889," in colored electric lights. 
The whole front of both tiers were curtained 
w ith silk flags, and decorated w ith groups of 
standards and great masses of flowers. The box 
E 
arties began to come iu long before the Mayor 
ad arrived, and by the tim e word w ent around 
th at the Presidential party was com ing there 
were ifrry few vacancies. Among the fam ilies 
represented in this great concourse of expect­ 
ant peop’e were those of YYm. Astor, Ogden 
Goelet, YVm. J. H am ilton, Chauncey M. Depew, 
KD ridge T. Gerry, Stuyvcsant Fish, Robert C. 
W inthrop, Abram S. Hewitt, H am il'ou Fish, 
Clarence A. Seward, H enry Clews. W illiam M. 
Astor, Levi P. Morton, Stephen B. Elkius, Paran 
Stevens. 
A seeker after Colonial toilets was disap­ 
pointed, for but few attem pts were m ade to 
copy to iletf of ihe W ashington period. The or­ 
dinary ball toilets of the present day in Uirec- 
toire, em pire, Greek and Princess styles were 
w om oy nearly all the ladies. Simple elegance 
seem ed to have been the aim . if one could judge 
from the countless num ber of pink, w hite, blue, 
r e ’, yellow, green, m auve and lavender tulles 
worn by both young and m iddle-aged women. 
At a lirst glanc*- one would think every woman 
had on a tulle gowu. but n closer look * brought 
to view a large num ber ot heavier toilets. One 
stately lady wore an em pire skirt of primrose 
velvet en train. Between each fold was a point 
lace pauier, em broidered w ith pearls. 
The 
b «Mce. which on y re; d ied from th e shoulders 
to the waist, w as of pale blue, entirely covered 
w ith pearl lace. She wore a diam ond crescent 
i j her dark h air and a diam ond necklace and 
an ostrich fan com pleted the most exquisiie 
toilet. 
In the seventy-two boxes were four or five 
hundred gorgeously attired 
aud

Iu tact, tlu-re are no adjectives to fitly

She looked 
well and happv. H er dress w as a heavy gros 
grain, cut w ith princess train. The waist was 
trim m ed w ith pearl aud silver, the corsage b e­ 
ing filled w ith gauze, held in place w ith ostrich 
feathers, as was also the sk iit front. The em ­ 
broidery of the skirt was G recian key pattern, 
worked in silver and pearls m eeting the panels 
of silver brocade. Beautiful feathers aud a 
show er of silver ornam ents fell from the skirt. 
The most notable feature in the quadrille was 
Mrs. I a-vi p. Morton. 
H er costume was of 
heavy w hite brocaded silk, the design being 
very ancient. 
Clusters of piuks aud wild 
straw berries were half-hiddeu behind festoons 
of lilac, fringed w ith yellow, interw oven iii the 
m aterial. T ne em pire cut fronts were of lilac 
silk, falling over a Princess front of w hite crepe 
de li.-,sc. The corsage was of brocade trim m ed 
w ith lilac, broad sash ends ot silk lilac being 
fastened iu the back. 
Next to Mrs. Morton no one attracted more 
attention than Mrs. W illiam Astor, and it was 
probably the value and brilliancy of h er d ia­ 
m onds th at lormed the basis ot attraetiou.

Tho crowd on the floor was so great at the 
conclusion of the openiug quadrille th at it w as 
at once seen th a t it w ould be useless to trv to 
get on w ith th e dancing, so the orchestras 
played prom enade m usic aud the people m oved 
about as best they could. 
At m idnight the Presidential party led the 
w ay to the supper rooms aud an onslaught then 
began. 
The exodus m ade a little room on the floor 
and dancing then began. At first there was 
loom for but a few couples, hut ihe num ber 
gradually increased, and by the tim e the Presi­ 
dent had left the supper table, dancing was iu 
full swing, and he slipped away quietly to get a 
part ot a night s rest, while the dancers, if they 
go through the whole order o f dancing, will be 
irippiDg it long after daylight.

T h e y D o n ’t R e lie v e in B ritis h F la g s a t a 
W a s h in g to n I n a u g u ra l. 


N e w Y’o r k , April 29th.—A num ber of m ilitia­ 
m en lrom Pittburg, who were sight-seeing this 
m orning, were attracted as they were going 
along Worth street by a large B ritish flag float­ 
ing lrom a shop-window above ail Am erican 
flag of sm aller dim ensions. 
“ Let’s take it down or m ake them do it, 
said one. They then com m eeced to call to th e 
people in the house. 
Soon a crowd was collected and they yelled 
and hooted at the English flag and dem anded it 
be taken down. 
A sergeant in com m and of the soldiers re­ 
quested the proprietor to rem ove the Ilag, or at 
least to place it below the Stars and Stripes. 
Tins the proprietor seemed willing to do 
w hen he saw the flag was obnoxious to his 
neighbors, but his w ife refused to allow them 
to touch it. 
T he soldiers then drew their knives, and 
soon had th e obnoxious flag on the ground 
w ithout the slightest resistencc beiug offered. 
As the flag cam e down the crowd cheered. 
F urther down tne si.reet was another British 
flag above an Am erican flap, placed there by a 
firm who were English people. As soon as the 
soldiers requested th at the flag be taken down 
they com piled gracefully. 
A m em ber of ihe firm stated th a t they had 
Uuug the flag to the breeze sim ply as a decora­ 
tion, and had no idea it would’ be offensive to 
anyone. 
As the soldiers passed on toward 
Broadway and disappeared from s ght they were 
roundly cheered.

F a st O verlan d F reig h tin g . 
The Orangevale Association has recently 
made a contract w ith the H untington- 
H opklns Company for m aking eight miles 
of water-pipe to irrigate their colony. For 
the first m ile the pipe will be 2<> inches in 
diameter, then for a mile and a half 22 
inches, then a mile of eighteen-inch diam ­ 
eter. The cross services will be chiefly six 
and eight inches in diameter. Such large 
pipes will bring an im mense body of water 
to the colony, more than sufficient to irri­ 
gate every foot of their lands. These pipes 
will be made of heavy iron, and double­ 
riveted. then thoroughly coated with a so­ 
lution of boiling tar and asphaltum , which 
will make the pipes impervious to rust. 
As it is desirable to have this pipe made 
and laid in the ground in tím elo get the 
benefit of this season's irrigation, the con­ 
tractors telegraphed to Pittsburg for the 
iron (over 200 tons), and the cars are row 
being received in Sacramento ten to twelve 
davs after they are started from Pittsburg. 
This is pos9ibiv the quickest time made by 
any freight coming to California.

W e 
must take hum an nature as we find it, and 
as we have it to-day it dictates to civiliza­ 
tion and to law in all cases where female 
virtue is forcibly assailed, or iufant in ­ 
nocence outrageously assaulted. 


T he completion of a centennial cycle 
of the Republic is signalized by the dawn 
of this day. 
T he lesson of the event is 
palpable, and wherever there is a spark of 
patriotism , its force will be realized. 
The 
American nation, by this completion of 
one hundred years of free government 
under the system th at appoints a Presi­ 
dent as its chief servant and exalts him 
as an Executive, whose selection by the 
governed is determined every four years 
a t the ballot-box, testifies to the world 
th a t the vitality of republican institutions 
is unim paired after a century of trial, and 
th a t a Federal Union is proven to be wise 
by a hundred years of unexampled pros­ 
perity. 
The world has witnessed no spec­ 
tacle in civil governm ental all comparable 
w ith the meaning of the celebrations that 
are taking place to-day throughout the 
U nion. 
T heir testimony is to the capacity 
of the Federal form of government, which 
even some of its most earnest friends 
feared m ight be put to too severe a test by 
the experim ent th at was made to unite 
vast Itodies of men widely distributed 
over an immense territory, and m aintain­ 
ing independent States w ithin a federa­ 
tion, lim ited in its scope by the bounds of 
expressly granted powers. 
Such a politi­ 
cal system, so weighty, broad, and so de­ 
pendent for its permanency upon the 
loyalty of the people to an idea, might 
well have made the friends of self-govern­ 
m ent trem ble for fear of its failure. 
But 
they were far-seeing men ir. those days; 
th eir faith in th e justice of the system 
and their righteousness of the cause that 
gave it birth, has been approved by a 
century of trial and the judgm ent of the 
fair-m inded and free-thinking throughout 
th e civilized world. 
T he observance of this as a national hol­ 
iday Is not less in honor of the men who 
laid the foundations of the system of civil 
governm ent we enjoy, because it is especi­ 
ally commemorative of the inauguration, 
as the first President of the Republic, of 
the illustrious citizen who led the armies 
of the Colonies to victory. 
W e do special 
honor to his memory to-day, but we in no 
wise forget the band of statesmen and 
patriots who surrounded him and sus­ 
tained his hands in the infancy of the 
Union. 
The N ation to-day hares its brow 
and bends its head in patriotic reverence 
to these fathers of the American Republic. 
I t calls the attention of its sons and daugh­ 
ters to the past of the Union to intensify 
th eir devotion to the heritage left them 
by the men who conceived the idea of a 
free government in America, and gave 
some their blood and treasure and some 
th eir lives to make it possible. 
The holi­ 
day will have served small purpose; the im ­ 
posing demonstrations in the great cities 
and the towns of the Republic will be but 
wasted energy If there is not made upon 
the minds of American youth profounder 
impressions of the priceless character of the 
treasure that is soon to be committed to 
th eir keeping than they have yet experi­ 
enced. 
W hile the nation honors itself by up­ 
lifting its voice to-day in rejoicing that at 
th e close of the most marvelous, brilliant 
and progressive of all centuries it is en­ 
abled to sound the praises of a hundred 
years of successful Federal government, of 
an indissoluble union of sovereign States, 
it does a lofty service to the generation 
now coming upon the stage of political 
activity, and to which there is soon to be 
intrusted the responsibility of preserving a 
U nion with which the hopes of liberty for 
all jteoples are inextricably entwined. 
Wc 
w ill discharge our duty to-day in the 
truest sense, if into the youthful minds we 
instill the truths of the lesson of the hour; 
if we improve the occasion to deepen their 
sense of the value of the American’s politi­ 
cal heritage, and 
impress them more 
profoundly than 
ever 
heretofore with 
th e measureless and inexpressible value of 
th e liberties of the American people and 
th e grandeur and majesty of the inde­ 
pendence and sovereignty of American 
citizenship. 
W e will have used the day to wise pur­ 
pose if we devote some portion of it to 
(lointing out again to our sons and daugh­ 
ters w hat, under patriotic devotion to the 
republic is the manifest destiny of the na­ 
tion; th at the one purpose of all the 
struggles of the fathers of the republic was 
to secure to us a system of local self-gov­ 
ernm ent in independent States, yet so 
bound together aud dependent upon each 
other, th at there can be but one wise settle­ 
m ent of questions arising between these 
sovereignties, that of judicial arbitram ent 
ujsjn the sim ilar lines of procedure that 
are followed in the settlem ent of disputes 
between individuals ; that their one chief 
object was to establish a system that should 
m ake Americans one ]>eople in aim, how­ 
ever differing in the methods employed 
in 
the 
maintenance 
of 
States; 
that 
should result as, in short, those devoted 
labors have, in the demonstration of the 
possibility of seif-governmein, in a nation 
powerful, free, progressive and cohesive, 
w ithout kings or princes chosen or born to 
rule.

T h e first of the three days’ celebration at 
New York appears to have passed off w ith­ 
out hitch or undue friction. 
The Presi­ 
dent approached New York over very 
nearly the same route W ashington took a 
hundred years ago, and the reception at 
th e landing was as near as could be a copy 
o f the reception accorded the first Presi­ 
dent. 
The naval pageant appears to have 
«orne up to th e expectations of the public, 
an d to have been an imposing affair. 
The 
preface to the chief demonstration of to­ 
day was thus made a fitting one, and war­ 
rants the belief that the first Capital of 
the N ation under a President can be safely 
trusted to celebrate the last of oi:r great 
centennials with honor to the whole na­ 
tion, and in a m anner to inspire the re­ 
spect and the adm iration of the people 
of the civilized world.

THE SAMOAN CONFERENCE. 


The Strictest Secrecy to Cover Its Delib­ 
erations. 
B x k l in, A pril 29th.—The conference of the 
representatives of the U nited States, Germ auv 
and E ogland to consider Sam oan afiairs opened 
to-day in th e congress hall of Prince Bism arck's 
residence. 
The session lasted one hour aud 
fifteen m inutes. On the proposal of Count H er­ 
bert Bism arck, it w as decided th at the strictest 
secrecy should govern th e deliberations of the 
conference. 
The conierenee adjourned w ithout fixing the 
date for the next session. The sentim ents ex ­ 
pressed by the Commissioners were of a friendly 
character. 


B f.p. u n , April 29th.—Dr. A rendt and 
Mr. 
Beauclerk, an E nglishm an, have been appointed 
Secretaries to the Sam oan Conference. Count 
H erbert Bism arck, at the session to-dav, dis­ 
avowed. on behalf of G erm anv, anv idea of 
aggrandizem ent inconsistent w ith th e existing 
treaties. Count n erb ert spoke in French. 
Sir Edw ard M alet and Mr. Kasson spoke in a 
sim ilar strain. Kasson hinted th at the United 
States Governm ent hoped th a t th e question 
would be settled on such a basis as would pre­ 
serve the autonom y of the Sam oan Islands. 
On Kasson’s proposal, it w as agreed to hold 
the discussion in English. 
Count H erbert Bism arck has invited all the 
m em bers of the Conference to dine w ith him on 
F riday next. 
Em peror W illiam received a personal report 
of the sitting. At the next m eeting he w ill re­ 
ceive a report of the sub-committees. All the 
delegates appeared to be satisfied w ith the pro­ 
ceedings thus far. 
It is understood that the 
sub-com m ittees of the Conference w ill under­ 
take a settlem ent of the details of the contro­ 
versy.

CITY FATHERS. 


A GOOD MORNING'S WORK BY THE 
TRUSTEES. 


Silurians Opposing Street Improve­ 
m ents—Dives Independent of 
City Licenses—Bonds, Etc. 


At the meeting of the City Trastees yes­ 
terday m o r n i D g E. H. Williams, Chief En­ 
gineer of the Water Works, reported that 
for the week ending April 28th 27,875,000 
gallons of water had been pnmped, the 
Holly pump working 162 hours and the 
Steven3 pump 54 hours. This is a good 
deal more than usual, and it is evident that 
irrigating has already commenced through­ 
out the city. 


A BATCH OF REMONSTRANCES. 
A remonstrance was received from prop­ 
erty owners in tne block bounded by Tenth 
and Eleventh, R and S streets, against the 
constructing of a sidewalk on the north 
side of S street, from Tenth to Eleventh. 
Petitions were also read against the grad­ 
ing and improving of Thirteenth street 
from I to J, and Tenth street from N to R. 
Another was filed against the improve­ 
ment of N street, from Third to Fifth, and 
still another remonstrating against the pro­ 
posed improvements on N street, from Sec­ 
ond to Third; also, on Tenth street, from F 
to I. 
Ail of the above petitions were referred 
to the Street Commissioner, and he will 
look into the various cases. 


CONTRACTS AWARDED. 
Bids for building a brick wall in the City 
Cemetery, about 600 feet long and three feet 
high, were then opened. George Murry 
was awarded the contract, he agreeing to 
do the work work for $374, about $50 lower 
than the next lowest bidder. 
Bids were opened for the grading, im­ 
proving, etc , of Nineteenth street irom E 
to G, and ADtone King was awarded the 
contract, being the lowest bidder. His bid 
amounted to $197 92. 
One bid was received for the improving 
of the alley between Sixth and Seventh, I 
and J streets, but the opening of the same 
was laid over until next Monday. 


TO CUT TH E LEV EE. 
Colonel J. W. Guthrie appeared before 
the Board and asked permission to tunnel 
through the north levee at Twelfth street 
for the purpose of extending the city mains. 
The request was granted. 


LICENSES FOR DIVES. 
A communication was received from the 
City Attorney, stating that he had exam­ 
ined Ordinance No. 237, in regard to the 
closing of dives, and found that no penalty 
was attached. The city of Sacramento is 
a part of the county of Sacramento, and 
the county license could not be ignored. 
If city licenses were refused, the dives 
could run under the protection of the 
county license, and he thought the best 
plan would be for the Board to act in har­ 
mony with the Supervisors and lay the 
matter of refusing licenses in the hands of 
the Chief of Police. 
An ordinance was passed granting the 
Central Street Railway Company the right 
to run a road and operate cars on Twenty- 
eighth street, from J to M. 


STREET SPR IN K LERS’ BONDS, ETC. 
J. Burns, who was awarded the contract 
for street sprinkling for District No. 8, made 
an assignment of the work to John Hughes 
and Henry Dehn, and it was accepted by 
the Board.

NEW POLICEM EN S SALARIES. 
Among the bills that were presented 
were twenty-five for salaries of police of­ 
ficers. The Mayor said that, according to 
his opinion, only fifteen were entitled to 
pay, and as be did not know which these 
should be, be thought there should be 
some legal advice given to the Board on 
the matter. 
Trustees Wolf and McLaughlin were of 
the same view, and the policemen will un­ 
doubtedly have to go into the Courts to get 
their money.

The following Board of Health was then 
elected: Dr. M. Gardner, Dr. H. L. Nich­ 
ols. Dr. C. B. Nichols, Dr. Z. T. Magill and 
Dr. T. A. Snyder. They will serve for the 
ensuing term. 


MISCELLANEOUS MATTERS. 
Trustee Wolf stated that complaint had 
been made to him by a resident of F street 
regarding the scale insect. The party re­ 
ferred to had cut down all hij shrubbery 
and had planted new bushes, und now his 
neighbors’ yards were alive with the in­ 
sects and his own property was again en­ 
dangered. 
1 ■' 
It was ordered that the Superintendent of 
the City Cemetery have his permanent of­ 
fice at the entrance tothegrounds, and that 
he keep all his books and accounts there, 
so that he could be found when wanted. 
Heretofore it was a hard matter to find 
him, and many did not know where his 
office was. 
Complaint was made of the bad condi­ 
tion of the sidewalks in the block bounded 
by Fifth and Sixth, O and P streets, and 
also at the northeast corner of Fourth and 
P streets. The City Engineer will attend to 
the matter. 
Trustee McLaughlin recommended that 
a street lamp be placed on Seventh street, 
between N and O, and it will be put in in a 
short time. 
The nuisance in the block between Ninth 
and Tenth, S and T streets, which consisted 
of a lot of stagnant water, was examined 
by Trustee McLaughlin, and ordered re­ 
medied by the owners of the property. The 
City Attorney and Sanitary Inspector were 
also ordered to take steps to abate the 
nuisance. 
The Mayor stated to the Board that 
Colonel J. B. Wright had informed him 
that the track which the railroad company 
are to run from the passenger depot into 
tbe back-yard of the water works would be 
put in inside of a week. 
Coal can then be 
taken into the yard without the aid of 
horses and carts, as heretofore.

CHARGED WITH FRAUD. 


A Merchant Claims to Have Been Victim­ 
ized by A. Cohn. 
On the complaint of W. M. Smith, pro­ 
prietor of a gentlemen’s furnishing goods 
honse of this city, filed in Justice Devine’s 
Court, A. Cohn is charged with obtaining 
money by false pretenses. 
The complaint 
alleges that Cohn defrauded Smith out of 
fifty dollars by falsely representing to him 
that he (Cohn) was in the employ of J. E. 
Shields <t Co., of Chicago, and that he was 
traveling for and representing said firm, 
and was authorized to draw upon them for 
any reasonable sum of money. 
Smith alleges that he has discovered that 
Cohn was not in the employ of the Chicago 
house mentioned, and had no authority to 
draw thereon for any sum of money—in 
short, that the accused is a fraud’ and 
swindler. 
Cohn, it seems, was traced to San Diego, 
where he was arrested on a telegram from 
this city, and brought back to San Fran­ 
cisco. Constable Frank Swift went to the 
latter city yesterday armed with a warrant 
for him and will bring him here for ex­ 
amination and trial.

The large number of dressed hogs which 
are being imported from the East by 
M oher&Yoerk has caused many people 
to inquire why California-raised hogs are 
not used instead. The question is easily 
answered. It is because the supply of 
California hogs during the past year has 
been so light that this firm has found it 
impossible to secure sufficient with which 
to ineet their large requirements. The ex­ 
treme scarcity of local hogs left them but 
two alternatives: 
One was to import 
dressed hogs; the other to import hog 
products, such as lard, bacon, pork, etc. 
From a financial point of view, to import 
the prepared product is most favorable, but 
by so doing they would be denied the 
privilege of making their own lard, and 
would therefore be obliged to use instead 
the common Eastern preparation, which is 
45 per cent, cotton-seed oil and the balance 
some other questionable composition. The 
reputation of their make of lard is too 
valuable to lose Dy substituting, even for a 
short time, that produced at the East. The 
price is a trille higher than Eastern, but 
the extra quality thereof more than com­ 
pensates ior the extra cost. Another ex­ 
cellent reason is found in the fact that 
their packing estabiisbment is the most 
complete on the coast. The firm gives em­ 
ployment to about fifty men, the greater 
number of whom they would have no use 
for were they to import prepared material 
instead of buying it in the rough and pre­ 
paring it themselves. Thus by the adop­ 
tion of the dressed hog method they are 
enabled to place before the consumer goods 
that are pure, and at the same time give 
employment to a large number of laborers. 
This, of course, is calculated to advance the 
interests and promote the industrial de­ 
velopment of Sacramento.

The Secretary read the minutes of the last 
two meetings, which were approved. 
Director Chipman, from the Committee 
on Furniture and Supplies, reported the 
purchase of two organs for the Ungraded 
schools at Twenty-fourth

Twenty-seventh and J streets. 
Applications for positions as teachers 
were received from Lizzie Klotz and Rose 
Inglis. 
Superintendent 
Beard 
reported 
the 
monthly enrollment as follows: 
High 
School, 133; Sacramento Grammar 8chool 
644; Capital Grammar School, 431; Pri­ 
maries, 2.1S7; Night School, 80; total. 3,475. 
German class, 262; French class, 26. 
Director Davis moved that the Board 
advertise for proposals for furnishing 3Ü0 
desks. 
Representatives of different houses en­ 
gaged in the manufacture and sale of desks 
addressed the Board regarding the feasibil­ 
ity of furnishing desks in lots to suit. The 
representative of a Milwaukee firm stated 
that it would be necessary for his house to 
supply by the carload lot, while a gentle­ 
man representing a San Francisco house 
said he could furnish them in any number 
desired.

The motion to advertise for 300 or more 
was carried, tbe bids to be opened at the 
next regular meeting of the Board, samples 
to accompany the bids. 
Director Hoplev, from the Committee on 
Library, reported the purchase of an of­ 
ficial map of the city for the Superintend­ 
ents office, at an expense of $10, which was 
approved. 
Director Skelton, from the Committee on 
Buildings and Repairs, reported that sev­ 
eral school buildings were in need of re­ 
pairs, painting, etc., and thought thesooner 
the work was done the better.

The first Little Lord Flauntleroy per­ 
formance at the Metropolitan 
Theater

•Voh)from and Beminerly, as follows: 
"I had formerly worked for bail Bemmerly. 
He wanted me to do some work one day when 
it was raining, i would not do it, and we quar­ 
reled. Altout a week after that 1 met him in 
Woodland, and we quarreled aud liad a scuiile. 
and l choked him. 1 saw no more of him until 
haturaay, v,hen lie came to where I was plow­ 
ing in the field. William Wohlfrom was with 
him. Dan said lie hail come out to kill me. We 
quarreled for a short time, v.lieu ban drew a 
pistol. I ran benind my team to keep from be­ 
ing shot. Wohlfrom luok a buggv whip aud 
whipped me over the shoulders and bead aud 
tried to get me to come out, but I wonld not 
come, ban said they had'com e out to kill me. 
and I had as well come out and take it like a 
man. 
Finally, w hen I would not come at all, 
Wohlfrom said, 'Give me the pistol: I will shoot 
~}® ----- 
.----- -----,’ and i hen he shot me. 
They ¡hen whipped my team and drove them 
oil and left me lying there." 
The inquest will be held to-nigli*. A feeling 
is gaining ground that Eemtnerly did the work 
himself, as the pistol which Who]from had was 
loaded in every' chamber aud gave no sign of 
ever having been tired ofl. There was no cause 
lor Wohlfrom's shooting Flegle, and Wohlfrom 
says he don’t think he did it. It is thought by 
many that Beminerly got Wohlfrom to go with 
inm in order to throw the blame on him; that 
he got him out of the buggy with a pistol in his 
hand and then &hoi Fieg.e himself and tried to 
run away and leave Wohlfrom thera with the 
dying man. aud would have done so had it not 
been that Wohlfrom was scared so bad that he 
reached the wagon in time to catch the back 
part of it ms it passed him 
Another contra­ 
dictory statement is to th a efl'-ct that no knile 
or monkey-wrench wss found on Fiegle's per­ 
son or where he was shot, which Beminerly and 
"ohllroru both say he at tacked them with. It 
makes it look very bad fur the guilty parties 
Public sentiment is running very high. Bail 
has been refused to both parties.

It seems that in the forenoon he went to John 
George and said he (George) and Baeltzer had 
got to settle with him or he would till or be 
Killed. George says he don’t know him. or any 
reason, unless he is crazy, that he should talk 
so, but thought it prudeut to notify the officers, 
and they arrested him, with the above result. 
The man is undoubtedly crazy, and no doubt 
an awful calamity was avoided bv his timelv 
arrest. 
Later—8 r. m.—The man was examined by 
brs. Miller aud Laury, before Buperior Judge 
Boll. On examination he gave the name of 
Lc-xingberger. lie said he intended to blow up 
Baeltzer, John George and Jobu Major.
